A single bottle of champagne must be handled 
between fifty and sixty times over a period of 
years before it is ready for the market. Each 
bottle is given a quarter turn in its rack and 
then in a few days another quarter turn, and

.sediment from the bottled wine. By constant 
handling the sediment is finally deposited in 
the neck of the bottle. Thc wine is then chilled 
suddenly and frozen. This drives the sediment, 
frozen, out of the bottle, and in the form of a 
solid it is removed. 


Finding bottles sturdy enough to withstand 


the terrific pressure of the natural gas that is , 
formed in the champagne is a problem. Bottles 
previously used for champagne are bought from ' 
hotels and night clubs and are used for the ' 
new champagne. The reason is that these bot- j 
ties have proved their strength. Corks are ! 
bought from Europe, and the best ones still 
come from Spain where even the war hasn*t 
been able to stop their manufacture. 


And, 
incidentally, each cork costs a nickel.
